Ohio 'Blue Laws' 


Face Repeal Bid 


In House Panel 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill 
which could do away with Ohio's 
Sunday “blue laws” nets a committee 
hearing Tuesday before the House 
Agriculture, Commerce and 
I Elixir 
Committee. 


The measure, sponsored by Hep. 
John A. Galbraith, R-69, Maumee, was 
introduced because, he said, “the blue 
laws are unenforceable and are being 
totally ignored all around the state.' 


Galbraith introduced the sam e 
legislation in 1969, but was voted down. 


The measure has come to hfe after 
gathering dust since January, possibly 
due to the liberal mood seen among 
voters w ith their approval of the May 8 
lottery amendment. 


Ohio has had Sunday closing laws 
since 1788 when it was part of the 
Northwest Territory which prohibited 
“servile labor” during that year. In 
1805, after Ohio became a state, the 
word “ se r v ile ” was changed to 
“common” and the ban extended to 
“ sporting, 
gam ing, 
rioting, 
quarreling, 
hunting, 
horse 
racing, 
shooting and the disturbance of 
worship.” 
Repeal attempts on the law were 
made several times in the last decade, 
but 
defeated 
each 
time. 
Ohioans 
refused to withdraw the blue laws in a 
statewide question in 1962. 
Galbraith said the “time is here” for 
a repeal. He noted the increased 
number of businesses remaining open 
on Sunday and the absence of enforce­ 
ment.

I XIN I XIN IAP) - Gold soared to 
record prices in Europe today and the 
U.S. dollar dropped to new lows as a 
result of speculation that the Water­ 
gate scandal would force ITesident 
Nixon to resign. 
In Zurich, gold shot to a record $113 
an ounce, up $7.50 from Friday’s dose 
and $2.50 above the record set there 
last Tuesday.

Among legislation passed by the 
House is a bill which would outlaw dif­ 
ferent pay scales for men and women 
performing “ substantially similar” 
work.

provides that 
women performing “ identical” work 
receive “ identical” pay. This bill 
replaces the word “ identical” with the 
word “ equal” , thus making it easier to 
determine the similarities of the work. 
Those persons alleging that they 
have been discriminated against be­ 
cause of their sex are given the right to 
sue for damages. The measure allows 
a suit to be filed for double the dif­ 
ference that would result annually 
from the date of the violation. 
Reform Group 
Wins UMW 
District Vote 


C H A RLSTO N , W.Va. (A P) - In 
what many observers regarded as a 
smashing victory for United Mine 
Workers President Arnold Miller, the 
reformist Miners for Democracy slate 
registered a clean sweep of the District 
17 elections. 
U.S. Department of I^abor figures 
indicate Jack Perry won over in­ 
cumbent District 17 President Joe 
Ellis by 850 votes. The tally, subject to 
final verification, showed Perry re­ 
ceived 3,423 votes to 2,573 votes for 
Ellis. 
Miller, a native of Cabin Creek in 
District 17, was elected president of 
the international union last December 
on the MFD ticket. Often at odds with 
Ellis, Miller actively campaigned on 
behalf of Perry. 
Ellis said Sunday night, “ Jack Perry 
didn’t defeat me. It was Arnold Miller I 
was running against.” 
But Ellis urged a reconciliation 
between the rival forces. “ We’ve got to 
forget the past. We’re still union men.” 
The MFD victory margin was widest 
in the race for international executive 
board member where Ivan White 
received 3,336 votes to 1,864 for Ray­ 
mond Thompson. 
West Virginia 
Will Boost Air 
And Road Patrol 


CHARIJCSTON, W.Va. IA P ) - Air 
surveillance and motor patrols of the 
state’s most heavily traveled high­ 
ways will begin by mid-summer, 
according to the West Virginia De­ 
partment of Public Safety. 
Tile state has one $160,000 Bell Jet 
Ranger helicopter already in use for 
traffic patrols and is expected to 
receive two more next week. The 
department eventually hopes to estab­ 
lish statewide a series of helicopter 
pads adjacent to major hospitals to aid 
in giving accident victims medical 
treatment as soon as possible. 
The air surveillance will begin once 
the highways are “ striped” to allow 
the airborne troopers to clock the 
motorists. 
Supt. R.L. 
Bonar said 
the de­ 
partment of highways will do the 
striping at a cost of about $8,000. 
The air patrols will take place on 
Interstates 64, 70, 77, 79 and 81, as well 
as U.S. 50 between Parkersburg and 
Clarksburg and U.S. 35 between St. 
Albans and Point Pleasant. 
In addition, 24 men will be assigned 
to patrol the interstates to assist 
.stranded motorists and enforce the 
driving laws, Bonar said. 
The legislature increased the force’s 
manpower by 35 men. 


State Open M eetings Bill Pushed 


The bill passed 91-2 and now goes to 
the Senate for its consideration. While 
the job discrimination bill was being 
passed in the House, the Senate was 
adopting another measure which 
would make it illegal to deny credit to 
a female applicant on the basis of sex. 


The House approved a bill requiring 
all local school districts to offer kin­ 
dergarten by September, 1975. Joint 
vocational education districts would be 
excluded from the scope of the bill. 
This proposal implements a State 
Board of Education recommendation 
which holds that early childhood learn­ 
ing experiences, such as kindergarten, 
appear to be helpful in the general 
education of children. Currently, 
sixteen (16) school districts in the state 
do not offer kindergarten classes. The 
bill would not, however, require 
children to attend kindergarten. 
The measure now goes to the Senate 
for its consideration. 


Ohioans whose property was de­ 
stroyed or damaged in recent tornados 
are eligible for emergency property 
tax relief under state law. 
By applying to their County Auditor 
before July I, storm victims may have 
deducted from the valuation of their 
property the amount of damage in­ 
flicted by the storms. Damage of less 
than $100 is not covered under the law. 
This tax relief would give property 
owners the chance to rebuild lost or 
damaged homes and businesses 
without having to worry about paying 
property taxes on the damaged portion 
of their belongings. 
It is also worthy to point out that 
County Commissioners in each county 
have the power to extend by up to one 
year the deadline for paying taxes cur­ 
rently due on damaged property. This 
provision applies only when property 
has sustained damage totaling at least 
25 per cent of its assessed value. 
If you are a victim or if you know of 
victims of the recent tragic storms, I 
urge you to take advantage of these 
provisions in the law, designed to 
assist Ohioans in time of emergency. 


The House has passed and sent on to 
the Senate a bill requiring owners of 
race tracks in Ohio to donate to charity 
money representing winning pari­ 
mutuel tickets uncashed for more than 
two years. 
Presently, the disposition of money 
representing winning uncashed tickets 
is not regulated and race track owners 
may spend this money as they wish. 
The bill would limit donations to any 
particular organization to $1,000 per 
year and would require an annual 
report and accounting to the Auditor of 
State of all money held and donated.

'Hie pilot program of correctional 
inmate education will be offered in 
cooperation with local Ohio State 
University branches and technological 
colleges. It is expected to begin when 
the Ohio State branches o|>en for 
summer quarter, I.erner said. 
For the first two quarters of the 
program, college instructors will teach 
the inmates in the institutions, Dr. 
Lerner said. For the second half of the 
program, the inmates will be per­ 
mitted to live in furnished specialized 
off-campus housing.

Ghostly States 
There is some agitation — as 
there is periodically — to divide 
California into two states, 
severing it roughly in the mid­ 
dle. Whether these would be 
called North and South Califor­ 
nia or, as some wag has sug­ 
gested, Cali and Forma, would 
have to be decided when the 
event took place. Or the names 
might be entirely different. 


States named Franklin, Jef­ 
ferson, Deseret, New Connecti­ 
cut, Kanawha and Susquehan- 
nah might exist today, had his­ 
tory taken different turns. 
These were all once would-be 
states or territories. Today 
they lie buried on forgotten 
maps of America’s early years. 


The state of Franklin had a 
governor, constitution, courts 
and capital in the mountains of 
what is now northeast Tennes­ 
see. Set up in Jonesboro in 1784 
when North Carolina gave over 
her western land to federal pro­ 
tection, Franklin for five years 


knocked vainly at the nation’s 
door for admission. 
Franklin, the coonskin re­ 
public, was officially super­ 
seded by the “ Territory South 
of the River Ohio.” John Sevier 
“ Nolichucky 
Ja c k ” 
Franklin’s first and only gover­ 
nor, a decade later became the 
first governor of the state of 
Tennessee. 
In 1859, miners around Pikes 
Peak formed a “ Territory of 
Jefferson’’ and sent a delegate 
to Congress. During the next 
two years Jefferson incor­ 
porated the city of Denver and 
set many land titles. Then Con­ 
gress gave it a new name: 
Colorado. 
Deseret lasted longest of all. 
Organized in 1849 by the Mor­ 
mons at Salt Lake City, the 
proposed territory embraced a 
wide area extending from the 
Rockies to the Sierra Nevada 
plus a strip of Pacific coast 
near San Diego. 
(ingress rejected the name

Day 
Saints and established a much 
smaller Territory of Utah in 
1850. Again in 1861, however, 
the Mormons founded a “ State 
of Deseret.’’ Its ghost govern­ 
ment met and passed laws for 
nine years while waiting in vain 
for recognition. A stone tablet 
bearing Deseret’s name in the 
Washington Monument is one 
of its few physical reminders 
today. 
During the Civil War Con­ 
gress was petitioned to recog­ 
nize a new state of Kanawha. It 
was formed by Virginia’s west­ 
ern counties that refused to se­ 
cede. 
Popular 
vote

few 
months later changed the name 
to West Virginia. 
Susquehannah was a state 
envisioned by the fiery John 
Franklin, to be carved from 
northeast Pennsylvania by 
settlers from 
Connecticut. 
There were other names of al- 
most-states. All now belong to a 
ghostly roster in history.

Critics would have you believe that 
the “ Eastern establishment” press 
meaning such dominant dailies as the 
New York Times and the Washington 
Post — speaks with one voice on 
foreign and military affairs.

Middleton, who was once tlx* Times 
man at the UN, luis succeeded to Han­ 
son Baldwin’s old job as the Times 
military correspondent. He has just 
published a b<x>k, “ Retreat From Vic­ 
tory," that laments the growth of the 
isolationist nxxxl in the U.S. The theme 
of the book indicates that he is at intel­ 
lectual (Kids with all the favored Es­ 
tablishment journalists who make tlx* 
so-called liberal opinion of the day. 
ITx* Tunes, to its credit, d<x*s not 
presume to tell Mr. Middleton what he 
should write about the Pentagon. On 
tlx? other liand, it doesn’t listen to him 
when it comes to formulating official 
editorial policy. Middleton, who gets 
around the U.S., lias been trying to tell 
his bosses that we are going the way of 
France in tlx* 1936-40 period.

While Mr. Middleton thinks that tlx* 
heart of the country would prove sound 
in any emergency, the prevalent at­ 
titude in the Ivy league institutions of 
the East bothers him. 


The Ivy league “ elite," he says, 
“ has led the rush to opt out of 
responsibility to the country. Many of 
those who did, who became instructors 
and assistant professors, remain in the 
universities and colleges probably still 
preaching that a man owes bis country 
nothing if what his country asks of him 
will be uncomfortable or dangerous or 
not in line with his own immature 
views of what American policy should 
be.”

Much has been written, he 
says, about “ the overextension of 
power and the diffusion of national 
energy since World War II." But this 
sort of complaint, which is popular 
with Senator .1.

“ It is the refusal to try," says Mr. 
Middleton in his summing up, “ that 
be trays us Unlay . . . If we face the 
challenges of the coming years in that 
frame of mind, we are finished."

My married daughter is about 40 
pounds overweight. One day while 
visiting her I watched her put on her 
girdle. 


While she was pushing in layer after 
layer of fat she became breathless and 
her eyes almost popped. 


She was furious when I told her that 
obesity was affecting her health. 
Mrs. R.E.W .,R .I. 


Dear Mrs. VV.: 
You are right in believing that your 
daughter’s 40 pounds of excess weight 
is injurious to her health. 
You are also correct in your ob­ 
servation that the tight girdle may be 
putting pressures on vital organs and 
producing symptoms of compression, 
while merely re-arranging the position 
of the fat. 


Dr. Paul Dudley White, the eminent 
heart specialist, wrote a wisdom-filled 
article in the New England Journal of 
Medicine. “ During the last year or 
two,” 
he said, 
“ I 
have become 
acquainted with the tight firdle syn­ 
drome, which has fascinated me. 
“ It arises from the attempts of a 
rather stout woman to contain herself 
within some bounds of shapeliness.” 
Dr. White noted that some patients 
showed a very active pulsation in the 
neck which he could not account for 
because the patient’s general condition 
was excellent, but that the pulsations 
stopped when a tight girdle was 
loosened. 
He also found that these same 
patients breathed more easily and felt 


less “ choked up” when the girdle was 
loosened. 
His second interesting observation 
was that a tight girdle “ displaced the 
diaphragm, 
the 
stomach, 
and 
esophagus, and caused a variety of 
symptoms like heartburn and gassy 
fullness. 
His third observation actually 
showed that when the diaphragm is 
pushed up, the heart can be displaced 
from its normal position and that can 
interfere with its function and with the 
normal function of the lungs. 
Dr. White concluded that “ the tight- 
girdle syndrome is doubtless a 
residual of the popularity of the wasp 
waist stylish a couple of generations 
ago, as pictured in fashion magazines 
of the epoch. 
“ Perhaps now that women have 
been liberated they may also be free of 
the feeling that they need tight gir­ 
dles.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — One of the 
very few statisticians and economists 
in the Agriculture Department known 
more for philosophical reflection than 
for facts, figures and analyses is David 
E. Brewster. 


Although he works for the economic 
and statistical analysis division of the 
Economic 
Research 
Service, 
Brewster’s job classification is 
“ agricultural historian” and it is in 
this capacity that he writes about 
rural-urban relationships. 


Brewster’s report, one of a series, is 
in the current issue of Farm Index, a 
monthly publication of the depart­ 
ment. Its title is “ Economists in an Ur­ 
ban Age.” 
It would seem, Brewster begins, that 
agricultural economists would have a 
diminished role today, now that fewer 
than five per cent of the U.S. popu­ 
lation are farmers and that 70 per cent 
of all Americans live on two per cent of 
the land classified as urban. 


“ But exactly the reverse is true,” 
says Brewster. “ For one thing, our 
urban and rural sectors are more 
closely linked than ever before. This 
means that many problems facing city 
dwellers have aspects that can’t be 
dealt with in just a metropolitan 
context.” 
Brewster offers what he calls “ a few- 
salient features of the current urban 
scene,” including these comments: 
—“ Our cities are falling apart; 
—“ We can’t 
dispose of human 
wastes in a satisfactory manner; 
—“ We can’t dispose of our garbage; 
—“ We need new and improved 
educational services, airport services, 
police services, rapid transit services, 
park and recreation services, and all 
kinds of housing ...” 
Says Brewster ; “ If that sounds like 
the big city blues pure and simple, 
keep in mind that the blues started out 
as country music. Likewise, the 
present crisis has its own backwater 
roots.”

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
four medical schools have received an 
avalanche of 15,816 applications from 
students hoping to join freshman 
classes next term.

Governmental 
corruption and drugs followed with 16 
per cent each. 
Only seven per cent of those sur­ 
veyed named the “ Southeast Asia 
situation” as the major concern.

“ It’s a tough assignment,” Caughey 
said. “ When we get down to the final 
group of 500 or 600 kids we interview, 
we are talking about 500 or 600 very 
good kids,” he said. “ At that point, 
decision making perhaps could just as 
well be done by a lottery.” 
Cincinnati received 6,419 application 
for 120 openings, and CWRU had 5,225 
students apply for its 138 freshmen 
slots. About half of the CWRU fresh­ 
man class and about 40 per cent of 
Cincinnati's are chosen from outside 
Ohio. 
Ohio State University and Toledo’s 
Medical College publicized their plans 
to stick to nearly all-Ohio freshmen 
classes this year in hopes it would cut 
down the applications. But OSU still 
netted 2,300 applications for 227 open­ 
ings. Toledo had 1,872 students com­ 
peting for a 64-member freshman 
class. 
Representatives of the medical 
schools say the tight job market for 
scientists in research and teaching has 
driven many students away from other 
careers to the medical schools. 
Other reasons listed include a more 
altruistic spirit among graduating 
collegians, more women applicants 
and the glamor of the medical profes­ 
sion displayed on television and in the 
movies.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Defense 
Department has asked Congress for 
nearly $35 billion to buy and build 
things next year. If next year is like 
last year and most years before that, 
almost a billion of those dollars will be 
wasted: 
On weapons that don’t work. On 
planes that won’t fly. On ships that 
never sail. 
Quite likely, those fiscal fiascos will 
be accompanied by cost overruns, 
production underruns and delivery 
delays that pour several billions more 
of the taxpayers’ dollars down the 
defense drain. 
It’s been like that for a long time, 
almost since man abandoned his horse 
and musket for airplanes and missiles, 
and weapons systems began their 
dizzying climb rn complexity and cost. 
And sometimes outright waste. 
For instance, in the past decade, the 
value of weapons programs that were 
simply abandoned, w ithout any usable 
hardware at all to show for the time 
and effort, totaled $7 billion. 
Government accountants recently 
completed an audit of 45 major 
weapons systems under development 
and found cost overruns of $31.5 
billion—39 per cent—over original 
estimates. When overruns on spare 
parts and support equipment for those 
systems are included, the figure is 
closer to $35 billion. 
Some defense experts warily suggest 
there may be a light at the end of the 
tunnel. 
Others say they’ve heard that line 
before. 
“Our biggest problem is that we play 
games,” says Gordon Rule, one of the 
N avy’s top civilian procurem ent 
specialists and a frequent critic of pro­ 
curement practices. 
“The contractors play games with 
the Defense Department. The Defense 
D epartm ent 
plays 
gam es 
with 
Congress. I have grave doubts that 
anybody can stop it.” 
In the last few years, in an attempt 
to stop the games or at least to make 
them less horrible, the Defense 
Department has undertaken a major 
overhaul of procurement procedures.

—Some of the procurement scandals 
of recent years resulted from what is 
now generally conceded to be a faulty 
buying concept initiated during the 
Kennedy administration. The concept, 
called total package procurement, was 
aimed at saving money. But it forced 
contractors to mass-produce items at 
the .same time the items were being 
developed. The result was assembly-

American industry seldom sees. 
—The number of new defense and 
space projects has fallen drastically in 
the past few 
years, slashing the 
business base of the nation's giant de­ 
fense-aerospace

on projects just to win the contracts. 
They knew from precedent that when 
their low bids got them into financial 
trouble, the Defense D epartm ent 
would bail them out. 
—The Defense D epartm ent has 
begun a new policy called fly-before- 
you-buy, aimed at cutting costs and 
im proving the end product. The 
Pentagon thinks it will work. Tile Con­ 
gress thinks it will work. The con­ 
tractors think it will work. But nobody 
uses it. 
—Many officials of the 
largest 


defense-aerospace industrial empires 
say they feel their industry is due for a 
shakeout. They say there is not enough 
business to sustain the dozen or so 
largest defense-aerospace companies 
and 
th at, 
through 
m erger 
or 
bankruptcy or a combination thereof, 
some are going to have to go. 


The basic problem in the defense 
procurement process is that it doesn’t 
operate very efficiently doing what 
sounds like a relatively simple job: 
identifying and defining a defense need 
and a weapons system to cover that 
need; amassing the technology the 
system requires; developing that 
system and then producing it. 
Somewhere between the idea and the 
reality, somebody’s been messing up. 
Most visible among the messes are 
those $7 billion worth of programs the 
Defense Department has abandoned in 
the past decade. They included 
projects where the military finally 
concluded it couldn’t get what it 
wanted, or couldn’t make what it 
wanted work right, or couldn’t afford 
the thing after it was developed. 
There was, for example, tile Army’s 
“weapon of the future,” the Main 
Battle Tank, conceived in 1964 to Im' on 
one hand, simple and reliable, while, 
on the other hand, (kung everything, 
everywhere, better than anything else 
of its kind. After spending $234.8 
million, the Army abandoned tin’ Gen­ 
eral Motors-built 
MBT last 
year 
because it had lieeome too expensive 
and too complex. 
In all, there have lieen at least 39 


major procurement projects killed in 
the last IO years.

The 
pretty 
32-year-old 
spent five years as a superin­ 
tendent of the Iowa Women’s 
Reform atory in Rockwell 
City. 
Her interest in the process 
of change in corrections is the 
product of on-going learning, 
she said. 
“ Correction is making tre­ 
mendous strides through 
hard work by competent peo­ 
ple. 'They are bringing about 
change as fast as there is sup­ 
port from society to do it. 
Corrections is becoming a 
learning environment,” she 
added. 
“ I didn’t decide to go into 
corrections work,” said the 
member of the criminal jus­ 
tice group of Arthur D. Little, 
Inc. 
“ It was decided for me. I 
had just gotten my master’s 
degree and was looking at 
hospital administration when 
a professor recommended 
that I take a look at Iowa. I 
had no corrections back­ 
ground. 
“ But it was no problem. I 
spent the first couple of years 
studying management. My 
Ijackground has not told me 
how to organize a healthy 
environment for groups of 
people in order to bring about 
iiehavioral change. I was of 
the one-on-one school. But I 
learned,” she* added. 
In the beginning, Miss Rans 
said it was a definite advan­ 
tage to work in an open in­ 
stitution with no wall or fence 
and no history of punitive 
lockup structure. 
“ I toured 19 states to see 
federal and state correctional 
institutions and I learned that 
compared to other places, 
Iowa wasn’t so bad,” she 
said. 
Extending the confines of 
the prison into the community 
was important in rehabilita­ 
tion, she added. 
Halfway 
houses and work release pro­ 
grams were her first goals. 
“ Each year we doubled the 
number of people in our work 
release program and in sepa­ 
rate training programs, and 
we maintained the same level 
of escapes, about 5 per cent,” 
Miss Rans said. 
She thinks that the way 
prisons are structured takes 
money qut of our pockets, be­ 
cause the atmosphere breeds 
dependency. 
“ If we create an environ­ 
ment where an individual can 
develop, 
a 
tremendous 
amount can be done within 
the inherent lim its of a 
prison. 
“ This country created high 
security systems without any 
screening systems to make 


sure only dangerous people 
were in them,” she added. 
“ Of the people institutional­ 
ized, 80 per cent don’t need to 
be in high security but there 
is no alternative.” 
'The most expensive prison 
sentence is death, she said. 
Next is life and then, institu­ 
tionalization. Work release 
costs about 25 per cent of the 
cost of institutionalization 
and probation is one tenth of 
the cost. 
“ 'ITiink what you could do 
for 
salaries 
with 
more 
money,” she added. “ There 
are tremendous needs for 
training.” 
At Rockwell City, 
Miss 
Rans created units combining 
professional people 
with 
security personnel. Everyone 
worked together on training, 
treatment, 
strategy 
and 
evaluation of behavior. 
“ We must teach individuals 
in prisons to expect realistic 
consequences for their be­ 
havior. If a window was 
broken, the person who broke 
it had to pay. The individual 
w ho slashed her wrists had to 
pay the doctor bill. Broken 
windows and slashed wrists 
became rare,” she added. 
Miss Rans speaks often of 
prison inmates as “ clients,” 
and she still receives letters 
from some of the women. 
“ You have to have a life of 
your own, away from the sys­ 
tem,” she said. 
A different life is one rea­ 
son she became a consultant 
on criminal justice. 
She said the massive penal 
institution as we know it is al­ 
most impossible to manage 
and run, given present fun­ 
ding. 
“ We must identify present 
and future needs of correc­ 
tions systems and provide 
planning on cost factors, 
alternatives and manage­ 
ment. 
“ And we want to look at 
county jails. They’re a filter 
process in which 80 to 90 per 
cent of all people who ever go 
to prison enter. If we can di­ 
vert some of the people at 
that level, we might prevent 
second-time offenders,” she 
said. 
Juvenile problems 
are 
another area 
which 
Miss 
Rans believes needs exten­ 
sive study. Juvenile offenders 
should not be placed in jail 
“ Corrections people must 
also be retained in the system 
without growing out of it. 
We have to be aware of the 
needs of all kinds of people. 
After all, we’re all struggling 
to create a framework of ref­ 
erence in which everybody 
can grow.”
